"A spoilt child, the idol of a 
crowd ; a woman to whom love isan 
unknown realm, and one in which 
she may nevei wander," answered 
Londini, rathei to himself than his 
modtd. 

" You are right, and yt you are 
Wrong," replied the sculptor's sub- 
ject ; "the future is unknown to 
each of us in this woild ; who knows 
what may lie before me?" 

"I will not venture to say," re- 
spontled Londini; "for me tliere is 
art, and I am content. One da.v 
you, too, may seek in some pursuit 
to I'oiget the ilurk shadow which 
may fall across your lif(>." 

La<ly Montaine, looking at the 
sculptor, saw he was deeply 
moved. The eyes so useless were 
covered for a moment with the 
sculptor's hand, as though to shut 
out Ihe view of a dreary lifetime.

She look- 
e I at the sculjitor, and Ihe faces of 
her suitors seemed lo fade into in- 
significance before it. A sculptor 
of FloreiK-e, indeed, he was far re- 
moved from the l(>v<d of those who 
would patronize his labors.

A featur'! of the work of a school 
where Knglish is used amoiifr the 
deaf by means of manual spellinfj;, 
of fjieat importance to those who 
are born deaf, is that there the coii- 
f^enital deaf have about as f^ood a 
chance tr> learn to use English as 
have semi-mutes. In examinations, 
sometimes, they even hiad their 
s<'liool. In New York State, at the 
annual examination last year, the 
one to whom was awarded the prize 
for having written the best com- 
fiosition in that examination, was a 
f^oiif^enital mute, taught without 
siKiiH. , 

I would iiKlorse the foll')wing 
statements, by a lady who is (h^af 
and who acquire<l the basis of her 
knowledge of language through 
manual coniiiiuni<;atiori. I may 
not have quoted lu^r words exac.ly, 
but they emliody my sentiin<'nts : 
The signs of the sign language are 
few in number; the whole language 
is so small and simple that it is 
easily lcariie<l by even the very 
stupid, but il h.is no more for the 
most blight and intelligent. It 
will only <;Hrri{ th<«,: little measure 
full to dull and intelligent alike. 
Signs hinder the intellectual growth 
of the deaf. The writ<;r was 
tfil'l by some deaf-mutes, who were 
educated in sign s<!h(K>ls, that at a 
party given by Hev. Mr. Dantzer at 
itochester, I hey noticed that the 
(leal-mute.v who were educaterl 
where no sixus wei(i used, convers- 
("1 fr<;ely iii I'^iigl'sh and they were 
easy in their manners. It was 
r.ither diffi<MiII for them (the sign 
rnik -rs) to conversts with them «!n- 
tirely, by manual, spelling. Signs 
make th" 'I'-af rfiiigh iiifheirman- 
ners. 

.Sign .seem i') make liic deaf ex- 
citc'l 111 tlii'lr convcr.'^ ij^ioii, so thai 
I hey make noises and make faces 
Ihat are di.sagreeablc to llie hearing. 
Sii^iis mortify ,the ,eilucated and 
civilized d' af when they see their 
brethren use tbvjr laniruage in 
I)ublic places. Signs an- iinintel- 
lible to IIkjsc who ha\(! not lieeii 
taught them. 

Signs, through their inexactness 
aii'l iinciTlaint.N', are the «'aiise of 
much of the misunder.-laiiding, the 
slander, aiid faiilt-findini; that grow 
oiil of g.;8.-iip. 

.Signs make the deaf think in pic- 
tures ami cause lliem lo wa«te their 
tim'- in prolilless, idle, dreaming. 

Si^ns confuse the meaning and 
onl'-rly iif*^ ol words aii<l prevr'tit 
the deiif gaininu command of the 
English language Signs have 
prevented about eighty percent of 
III'' d'-af who have Httenihid schools 
gaining command o' Ihe Eii;^lish, in 
the sjiine way a wa^'oii pievi-nts a 
man who rides inonc,fr an learning 
to riilc a bicycle. 

Signs prevent Ih'' 'leaf actjiiiring 
a desire for rcswling, Sy;iis intt-r- 
fere with the free and profitable 
intercourse between the deaf and 
iinnecesHaiily shut them away from 
all iiilerci)urse with the heiiriny. 
The signs 'if the l.iiiguag(!ar"criide, 
gross and imperre<'t sind caiino' 
r-onvey to one whopc mind is formefl 
by them an.v but crude, gross >W4<I 
imperfect ideas. The deaf-mute 
who is defiendent upon litis poor 
miserable language foiJhc forma- 
tion of his II. oral an<l spiritual 
ideas, cannot have the wisdom and 
understanding of the ileaf man 
wliosf' ideal is formed through 
Eni^li-li. IJut in s<-hools where 
signs (in- used this fact is realized, 
and religion antl niorality are 
taught in Eii'.di*<h vtords/ But it 
would ai)pear from observation of 
the deaf of the community, that 
many are able only to understand 
and reniemb'r what Is given 
through the lanf^tage that they 
know best, 

.Signs fee<l the minds of lh«' deaf 
on husks, so that all who are de- 
[lendent on this I loguaixe are inlel- 
leclually starved The use of 
signs is sucgestfvc of ignorance, 
while fluent and correct English is 
•in evidence of edlicati<in. 

Signs should be ahand )ne<l by 
the deaf, >is well as by all teachers 
of the deaf, in all schools through 
Ihe country, — Frmik Miirrni/ in 
fhf HilpTtl Worker.

The Evils of the Liqtior 
Traffic. 

AN KXCELLENT LECTURE 

News Items and Coming 
Events. 



The lecture by the Rev. Edmund 
Duckworth, re<!tor of St. .lames 
Church, at St. Thomas' Mission 
last evening evening — Miss I'earl 
Herd man of Ihe Day School inter- 
preting- was a most practirial, 
I'igical, convin'fing, interesting an<l 
(doqiient discourse an the evils of 
the liqiKu- traffic — particularly the 
saloon. There was a large and aji- 
preciative gathering, including a 
nuinl>er of hearing [leoijle. Miss 
llerdiiiaii's interpretation of the lec- 
ture gave great satisfaction and was 
the subject of general and favor- 
able (comment. ll«!low is given a 
synopsis of the lecture, and is well 
wortli car<d'ul and thoughtful rAad- 
ing. The reverfM.rl gentleman tie- 
gain by saving that he was opposed 
to the .'lalooii foi other than politi- 
cal reasons. 

I, Uecau.se the saloon is unless. 
It provides ti(d/liiiig useful. No 
eiotliiim, no food, no implements 
of labor; no books to inform the 
miiul, no articles of comfort, no 
tiling that adonis civilization, no- 
things that elevates soci<!ly, nothing 
that .'idds a single impulse of good 
t.o any ciMnmiinity. If every saloon 
should be alinliwhed lo-morrow iio- 
tliing that ;ioes to clothe, educate, 
devtdop or beautify would be lost. 

n, Be<!auH«^ Ihe saloon deals out 
a liquid which is the deadly (iiieiny 
of the purity and healtlifulness of 
the biMly, This li<(uid some please 
lo call the water of life, is, in fact, 
the walerof ileath. It gives neither 
strength nor heat. It is a deadly 
poi>oii. Its nature is like that of 
opium. Its effffct is that of arseni<i. 
It deprives the step of its elasticity 
and the muscles of their voluntary 
action. The complexion loses its 
natural color, the internal organs 
be<-ome diseased, the nerves are ir- 
ritatefl, the blood is thickened, Ihe 
heart is corrugated — the temple of 
the Soul b?coines a physical wre<^k. 

III. Because the !«aloon makes 
hiafers. Its aim is not work, not 
study nor the cultivation of thi' 
fill' r tastes. It does not produce 
great men. In it industry is not 
developed nor enterprise born. II 
pro'luces indifference and shiftless- 
ness during the hours of rest. It 
fosters the neglect of home an<l of 
self. It Is where no one can tak«» 
his wife oi sister. It turns out 
hiafers, and is a standing evil to 
young people. The practice of 
sending children for beer is train- 
ing them to be drunkards, and 
cannot be too severely condemned. 

IV. Because the saloon creates 
a rough and immoral life, and has 
always done so from the earliest 
times. Il has always been the 
magnet of an evil genius attract- 
ing all sorts and (;onditions of 
()eo|)le, and making of them moral 
lepers and social carrion, 

V. Because the saloon hardens 
man's nature. It ruins the inte!- 
leci, clouds the judgment, im[)airs 
the memory, dwarfs the God-given 
faculties of the mind. To it the 
father and husband returns early. 
In vain does the wife and mother 
j»lead. Home has no at tract ifm 
compare'! to that of tlu^ saloon to 
such a man, — children have no 
charm. Its influence hardens Ihe 
heart, sears the conscieii''. nnd 
benumbs nature, 

VI. Because the saloon n.iiKcs 
man hcl|dess. Fie cannot keep 
his promise, nor Can he control 
himself. Alex;inder, who conquer- 
ed tin- world, was unable to con- 
rpier his craving for wine and filled 
a drunkard's grave, while yel a 
young man. The only safe rule 
is lo touch not, taste not. hamlle 
not. 

VII. Hecaiise the saloon br<?eds 
misery, vice and crime. It crowds 
the jails and penitentiaries, fills 
the asylums, and furnishes vic^tims 
for Ihe scaffold. It suborns wit- 
nesses, nurses perjury, defiles the 
jury box, bribes votes, disqualifies 
Voters, and buys legislation. 

VIII. Because the saloon an- 
tagonizes t^vcry influence of home, 
church and school, and is contin- 
ually at war with this blessed Tiin- 
ity It is wholly inrlfferenl to all 
that ten'ls lo add to the sum of hu- 
man happiness ami <lecrease the 
slim of human misery. 

IX. Because I he saloon increases 
the burdens of society. Nine 
tenths of the crimes on the eaian- 
dar have their origin in the saloon, 
millions of dollars are spr-nt an- 
nually in the courts, hosiiilals a.id 
asylums in conwquenee of these 
crimes. 

This monej' must be collect/cd in 
the form of taxes, or of charity, 
from the sober, industrious, law- 
abiding-wealth, producing citizens. 

X Beoiife Ihe saloon hets at 
defiance the laws that an; made for 
its reuulation and suppression. If 
the law savs the saloon shall be 



open. If the law says it shall be 
closed on Sundays, the back door 
will be open. If the laws says it 
shall not sell licjtiors to minors or 
habitualdrunkards, it will disregard 
the law. It takes advantage of 
every technicality and resorts to 
every subterfuge. Proliil>ilioii 
does not prohibit it. High or low 
license do not (effect its evil and de- 
grading influence. The reverend 
gentleman then took up the ques- 
tion of personal liberty, and main- 
tained that one had no right 1^) do 
wliat might dirccrtly or indirectly 
work injury upon others. A jici- 
son may wear any style of hat or 
any cut of coat, as siudi things do 
not aff((ct socitity g<!iierally. The 
law of the city will noli permit a 
man to keep a pig in his buck yard 
nor to erect a fram<' dwelling with- 
in the fire limits beciauselhe gener- 
al welfare of the coiiimunily is 
against such thinys. Far morecon- 
HJslenl and much more beneficial 
would it be lo the community, city, 
state and nation, if tlu! law forbaile 
the existence of such stupendous 
mental, moral, spiritual and physi- 
cal evil as tlie saloon. 

After the ayiplause that foilowoil 
the conclusion ol the lect/Uro ha<l 
subsided, a rising vote of thanks 
was tendered the lecturer — ami to 
the interpreter — after which many 
present improved the opportunity 
to make the reverend gentleman's 
acquaintance. 

A hearing peison ])reseiit at the 
the Rev. Mr Duckworth's lecture, 
upon being told that the report) r 
was going to write it up for the 
,IouitNAi,, inquired wh(^tlier it 
would be printed in orilinary <>r in 
the sign langiia^re. The inquirer 
evidently thtm^ht Ihat the sign 
Iant;uage could lu^ written lik(^ 
short hand or ('liinese characters. 

We are gla<l to hear that Public 
Opinion M<'etings have been inau- 
gurated in Philadelphia. The ex- 
perim<'nl must be given a fair trial 
Ijefore it will lie fully afipreciaU'd. 
After having oncc^ been Ihoroiighly 
tested, Ihe meetings are not likely 
to be discontinued for la<'k of large 
and ititeresle<l audiences. We 
have observed that while unfavor- 
able weather may effect churcli 
alt"tidance, cause a picnic to be a 
financial failure and make inVited 
guests al private socials cim- 
spiciious by their absence, it does 
not prevent a good attendance at 
Public Opinion Meetings. People, 
who brave all sorts of weather go- 
ing to and from their daily occu|>a- 
tions, are not likely to absi-nt 
selves on a(rcount of the weather 
fnuii such j)leasant and profitable 
gatherings. 

Services at St. Thomas' Mission 
have usually been omitted when- 
(!Ver Ihe minister wtis a bent on niis- 
sioiiary work outside of the city. 
Ft is ho|»ed that in the futiin! smdi 
will not be the case. The minister 
ofTlicates in Kansas City to-morrow, 
as he usually does on the last Bun- 
day of the month, but the Rev.

The crowded condition of the in- 
stitution, and tlie fact that the legis- 
lature is iu session, has emboldened 
several *)f tiie larger cities to put 
in bids for the erection of a new 
school in their respe<'tive localities 
in onb'r to relieve the pressure here.

Finaiieially the State is not 
in a condition to support more than 
one at this time, and that one here 
should, above all, be given the en- 
couragement and as.sistance neces- 
sary to mainlaiii and carry forward 
its usefulness. And il there is need 
of another instiiutioii, let this one 
be enlarged to a capacity that will 
a<'C(niiinouate all, the (leaf children, 
of school age. Il may be wise lo 
ilo this on the present site, but the 
stalt> can secure some CcMitral local- 
ity ami build up a new school dis- 
posing of (bourse the present gr<uinds. 
The Clevidand people seem to be 
most active iu secniinj; a sidiool up 
their way.

The 
olijeot of the associat on is to devis-e ways 
means hy which lirst-ihisspul)liodMy sclioiils 
for deaf-mutes could Ix; pcrinanently estab- 
lished in theeity. 

A niwIinK was held on Oeeember 22d, in 
(he schooH'ouucil a.ssetnbly rooms, and a 
comniitfee was appoinlcd to iircsent tlie 
.iiihject to the Cuyahoga ilelet^ntion. 'I'he 
ns,so.iation has been at work (fettiiin tile 
names of tlie deaf ihildreu in the city, and 
has on record nearly 'wo hundred names. 
Only wenty-eight children, it is sj\i<i. arc 
at eudinij; tin' school for deaf-mutes in the 
Rockwell Stieet buihiinR. 

After realinrf a letter cimtaining the 
above informnt on and sivtnetl by Chjirles 
(}. Hall, the secretary of the eoiiimittee. 
^^r. Allen, read Mn open letter, adilresseit hy 
hims If, to tho CuyahojiB County meiutiers 
of the tJeneinl .Vsscmbly. This read in 
part ; 

"At your nest weekly meetiiiK in this 
chamber ther*' will be presented a bill 
providiiiKfor public day schools for deaf 
chihlreii of this city and |K)s,sibIy ineludiiiK 
cliildren of Ciiyah()Ka cou ty.

I'awnts not able to 
cai-e for their childi-eii at Inune can send 
them to the State institution for the deaf 
at Columbus. 'I'he census of this associa- 
tion will uu'loubtedly show two huudivd 
names of deaf children and those defective 
in articulation, unable to attend the putdie 
schools pruviiled for heariuit childrcr.. 

" Wlmt shall he done with these younK 
people » To allow them to ki-ow up un- 
eilueated is eon.sistent neither with sound 
policy nor with Ohio's known lili.'r.'ility in 
eilucational matters. The uneducated deaf 
are a menace to the cjmmuuity in which 
they live. They are cut otT by their afflie- 
tioh from -many of the inlluences -which 
tend to uplift and civilize the heariutf ja-r- 
son, independently of the school. There is 
a class of deaf children reported in the cen- 
sus as deaf, tnit. not duinl). who were not 
born de.if. out some time after the aequisi- 
tiou of speech bec.ime c'eaf through acci- 
dent or di.soase: such chihlren can bo par- 
tieulnrly beuctlted by the day .schools. 

' The" neai-er the school can be l>rouKht 
to the home the earlier can instruction Im? 
proHtablv comni'Miced. There is no one 
who will Iv so patient and lovinp: with a 
little deat child as its own moiher, but un- 
fo tiinately parents as .•! rule know nothing 
of how to train such a child. The nearness 
of the lumie and the school enables the 
parents and tencliers to come into close 
contact, so that the mother .eoon learns how 
to siipplemeiit the work of tho school at 
liome.

Thei*e is 
no law now that will admit persons 
of til is class into either the deaf 
and dumb or blind schools, and 
hence such persons in this State 
aie allowed to i-row up in total 
irnorance unless their friemls are 
able to obtain private teachers for 
them. 

Should this law pass, the State 



will have to give Ihe people of this 
class the same benefits of a school 
as others, and it will be doing no 
more than whiit is just.

On her return to New York she 
was a regular contribut^ir to the 
J^Jncni/ig Moi! ivif! J'J.rjircis mid 
Rtimun 7'iiin'.i, as well as to 7Vt^ 
(Idlaxjiy. In Ihirpcr'H for the year 
1 8H4, tin re are an excellent sketch 
and portrait of Miss Redden. 

With the opening of the Clarke 
Institute for the teaching of speech 
and lip-reading. Miss Redden took a 
two-years' couis*; becomitig lati^r, 
in l{oHlon, a pui)il of Professor 
Hell, since famed for the imention 
of file telephone. She studied 
again at Mystic, Conn., and suc- 
ceeded in r(>gaining to a great de- 
gree the faculty of speech.

In 1H74, from the jiress of .1. R. 
()S'4ood «fe (^o, , a|)[)eared a second 
volume of Verse, "Sounds F'rom 
Sercet Chaml^ers." In 1870 Miss 
Redden become the wife of th^ 
well-known New York lawyer, 
Kdward W. Searinp, and ten ,>ears 
later (■<>niiii;> to <'alil'ornia with the 
conveniion of Inwtructors for the 
Deaf, fell under the spell of the 
Stat(;'s scenery anil climate and has 
since made her home in Sant« Crnz. 

Among Mrs. Searing's treasures 
is a volume containing a lithograph 
letwrs fr.ni many leading men of 
her time, and many from sfddicrs, 
strangers tohi'i, written in hospital, 
tent and (i'dd, on drum-head, can- 
teen or kn ps.ick for desk, called 
forth by her patriotic songs There 
are tears in these letters that are 
no shame to courage — which 
awaken answering tears. Here, 
too, alas, is a tribute from J. 
Wilkes Hootli, written only a few 
ni'ilds tiefore thi! assassitiation, 
which, being pe?iioIr.<i lu .,, ffKleii 
that I copy it.
